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CSU officials 
investigate 
gay float issue 

FORT COLLINS, Cola (AP) — 
Colorado State University o fficia l s 
are investigating why a float carry- 
ing a scarecrow that mocked homo- 
sexuals showed up in the school’s 
homecoming parade Saturday. 

Five miles across town, Matthew 
. Shepard, an openly gay Univeraty . 
of Wyoming student, lay dying in 
Poudrc Valley Hospital following 
an attack being denounced as a 
hate crime. 

Shepard died Monday, six days 
after he was lured hem a Laramie, 
Wyo, campus hangout, beaten imd 
lasted to a spin-rail fence. The bicy- 
clists who found him at Gist mistook 
him for a scarecrow. Two men orrea- 
cd in the attack face murder charges. 

The scarecrow appeared on a 
float sponsored by the Pi Kappa 
Alpha fraternity and the 'Alpha Chi 
Omega sorority, the university’s stu- 
dent newspaper. The Collegian, 
reported Monday. 

CSU President Albert C Yates 
said Monday the float “was an 
affront to all who hold sacred the 
values of compassion, human 
decency and respect fer others." He 
eviri appropriate disciplinary. action 
will be taken once an investigation 
is complete. 

The university’s rules for home- 
coming parade floats state: “ _ all 
. people, cultures, races, religions 
'and ethnic backgrounds included ih 
parade entries are to bo portrayed 
In appropriate ways, which enhance 
the groupfs) being represented.” 
Sonia ImMasche, assistant direc- 
trr of Greek Life at the university, 
said the group is conducting its own 
investigation. 

Nicholas Haws, homecoming 
chairman far Pi Kappa Alpha, said 
the scarecrow was supposed to be in 
the uniform of the Tulsa 
University’s Golden Hurricane, the 
opponents of the CSU Rams in 
Saturday’s football game. He said 
the night before the parade some- 
one vandalized the float, pinning a 
sign saying “I am Gay" are! an anti- 
gay epithet an the figure.

PHOENIX (AP) — Amlrak’s 
Sunset Limited carried 20 crew 
members and 248 passengers as 
it rumbled across the Arizona 
desert toward Los Angeles. Then 
an hour and a half past midnig ht, 
sdinethirtgVrcnt terribly wrong. 

The train traveling at 50 mph 
fishtailed off a trestle 60 miles 
west of Phoenix Uito a sandy 
wash below, killing a porter and 
injuring 78. More than two dozen 
spikes had been removed from 
the tracks and the electronic 
warning system was disabled. 

The FBI concluded the Oct. 9, 
1995 crash was sabotage; two let- 
ters found at tire scene included 


sages. Suspects also included for- 
mer railroad employees with 
technical know-how and emer- 
gency crewmen who create disas- 
ters so they can heroically rescue 
the injured. 

Three years later, authorities 
say their painstaking search for 
the saboteurs — which led them 
to search an abandoned gold 
mine this weekend — could be 
coming to an end. 

“We think there is somebody 
out there in the Phoenix metro- 
politan area who has knowledge 
of this," Jack Callahan, 
spokesman for the FBI’s Phoenix 
office, said Monday.

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) - Sen. 
Gordon Smith said Monday that 
$32 million- has been 'earmarked 
to buy mining claims in a sensi- 
tive wilderness area, of the 
Siskiyou National Forest, pre- 
venting the gold-rich soil from 
being mined. 

The action came after a 
decade-long struggle by environ- 
mentalists to prevent widespread 
gold mining along the Chetco 
River in the heart of southern 
Oregon’s Kalmiopsis Wilderness 
Area. 

“There haven’t been enough 
occasions when I could help the 
environmental community,” said 
Smith, an Oregon Republican. “I 
was happy to be able to help mar- 
shal resources to buy the land." 

Darrell Brown, a Canyonville 
miner who holds 18 claims in the 
area, agreed to sell the richest 
parcel, the 145-acre Taggart's Bar 
-omthe Chetco River. The $3.2 
million price is roughly equal to 
the gold that could have been 
mined there. 

As part of the deal, he has also 
agreed to give up his remaining 
parcels, an additional 2,000 acres. 

“I was knocked out of my scat 
when we got the appropriation," 
said Phillip Wallin, director of the 
River Conservancy, a Portland- 
based organization. “I thought we 
were in for#!ong struggle.” 

Brown, who had held the claims 
for 35 years, did not immediately 
return a call seeking comment. 

His claims predated congres- 
sional action in the 1960s to 
restrict mining to protect wilder- 
ness areas. His hold on the land 
was valid — and opponents could 
do nothing more than postpone 
his requests to begin working the 
land 

Brown had already built a 16- 
mile road through the rugged 
Kalmiopsis Wilderness to access 
the land. 

Conservationists contended 
that his plans, including bringing 
in bulldozers and dump trucks to 
mound and move the ore, would 
harm plant life and devastate the 
Chetco's salmon and stcelhead 
runs. 

The $3.2 million for the pur- 
chase was earmarked by the 
Senate Interior Appropriations 


Subcommittee from the federal 
Land and Water Conservation 
Fund. The sale will not be final 
until early next year. 

But for all intents and purpos- 
es, Wallin said, the deal has put 
and end to nearly a decade of 
haggling. 

“The land is finally protected,” 
Wallin said. “The claims will now 
disappear into the wilderness — 
keeping it wild and frecfl owing.”

Idaho wheat harvest Candidates find many uses 

is hit hard by heat for plentiful campaign cash

BOISE (AP) — August heat 
was Jiardcr.than analysts first 
figured on Idaho's spring wheat, 
and they now estimate the crop 
as the smallest since 1991. 

The Agriculture Department 
calculated the spring harvest -at 
39-3 million bushels, and that 
dropped total production for 
1998 to 102.4 million bushels. 

But with winter wheat output 
remaining relatively strong, 
considering the acreage reduc- 
tion in the face of the depressed 
market, the state's total wheat 
harvest is still the fifth largest 
on record, further aggravating 
the cash crisis facing many pro- 
ducers. •— 

With Idaho's overall economy 
becoming relatively diversified 
over the past decade, the gener- 
al impact of agriculture’s finan- 
cial problems has been limited. 

But dark financial days for 
farmers and ranchers become 
magnified in the rural commu- 
nities that arc heavily depen- 
dent on them. 

- With the market caught in a 
downwarcTspiral, winter wheat 
growers responded last fall by 
dramatically scaling back 
seedings by 100,000 acres, and 
they managed to secure a 
record yield of 82 bushels an 
acre this summer to maximize 


their returns. 

Spring wheat producers, after 
initially indicating they would 
increase acreage, ended up 
seeding their smallest in eight 
years, and then lost 20,000 acres 
of that to adverse conditions. 
Heat knocked the yield down a 
bushel from last year to 77 
bushels an acre. 

It left the average price of 
wheat statewide at 52.32 a 
bushel in the midst of The har- 
vest in mid- August, mare than a 
dollar below what it had been a 
year before and below what 
growers see as their cos: of pro- 
duction. And the price tails wrih 
the distance from the krv mar- 
kets. 

It has become a major issue in 
the 1998 political campaign, 
particularly in southern znd 
eastern Idaho’s Znd congres- 
sional District. ** 

“The crisis will hit in January 
and February," former 
Democratic Congressman 
Richard Stallings said “There is 
no farmer that will be able to 
cash flow with wheat at 51-70 a 
bushel. If we don't do some- 
thing to give these folks some 
credit or some ability to borrow 
for next year’s operating, we 
will see bankruptcies like weVe 
never s ten before.”

Supreme Court clears way for execution 


WALLA WALLA. Wash. (AP) 
— The UE. Supreme Court and 
Gov. Gary Locke late Monday 
cleared the way for die execution 
of a condemned man who said he 
- enjoyed slaughtering a young bos' 
and two women. 

The high court voted 7-2 in 
Washington, D.C, to lift a stay of 
execution imposed Sunday by a 
panel of the 9th U.S. Circuit 
.Court of Appeals. The appellate 
court had raised questions about 
Jeremy Sagastcgui’s mental com- 
petency. 

Shortly after the Supreme 
Court ruled, Locke refused to 
grant clemency. The governor 
could have commuted 
Sagastcgui's sentence to life In 
prison without parole. 

“There is nothing extraordi- 
t nary in this case to merit lenien- 
cy,” Locke said in Olympia. 
“Accordingly, I will not halt the 
execution.” 

Sagastegui, now 27, had said he 
wanted to be killed. The execu- 
tion by lethal injection was sched- 
uled for just after midnight 
Monday (PDT) at the Washington 
' State Penitentiary here. 

On Nov. 19. 1995, Sagastegui 
beat, raped, stabbed and 
drowned 3-year-old Kcivan 
Sarbacher, whom he was baby -sit- 
ting at a friend’s home in Finley. 


Sagastegui rhea shot and killed 
Kei van's mother, Mellisa 
Sarbacher, 21, and her friend 
Lisa Veta-Arevado, 25. when they 
arrived home. 

Locke’s clemency board split 2- 
2 last week on whether to ream- 
mend execution tr life in prison. 

On Monday, Sagastegui asked 
for a last meal of combination 
pizza, french fries, com. jellied 
fruit salad, ice cream and an 
eclair, prison spokeswoman Mary 
Christensen said ' 

A panel of the 9th Circ nil had 
ruled that evidence presented by 
Sagastegui’s mother warranted 
additional hearings. Katie Vargas 
contended her sea was mesaliy 
ill and not competent to make 
lifeor-death decisions. 

The state contended 
Sagastegui had been proven in 
several court -ordered examina- 
tions to be mentally neip ci ct 
. But Sagastcgui’s mother pre- 
sented “new and meaningful evi- 
dence that Sagastcgui's mental 
state has deteriorated since the' 
last state competency bearing 2. 
years ago.” Appellate Judge 
David Thompson wrote in a 24- 
page opinion- 

Appellate Judge Andrew 
Klcinfeld dissented, saying 
Sagastegui appeared very compe- 
tent.

WENDELL - It's said to be the great- 
est manmade structure, the longest 
graveyard in the world, and a failure in 
its intended purpose; but whatever it is, 
the Great Wall of China is something 
Wendell sixth graders won’t soon forget. 

To acquire a feel for the labor it took 
to build the 1,500-mile-long wall, social 
studies teacher Michelle Mcnckc 
assigned each of her roughly 80 students 
'“TfTbOltrt'mncdct of-the in«»ivt»-st » uc — 
turc. She believes hands-on projects 
strengthen students' memories of her 
t codlings of ancient civilizations. 

“1 am 100 percent sure each one will 
remember the Great Wall of China,” 
Mencke said. 

She let the students use their imagina- 
tions for materials and construction. The 
2 l/2 week-long homework assignment 
produced a variety of little walls, indud- 
ing edible ones. 

Some built their walls with sugar 
cubes, and one student used Legos, 

Shantel Harral’s is like a fairy-tale- 
come-true on the floor of a shallow card- 
board box. Her wall’s foundation is 
made of Rice Crispics cemented with 
melted marshmallow. Atop this is 
attached a row of rectangular chocolate 
wafers. Grecn-gumdrop trees dot the 
sunflower-seed countryside fastened 
with honey. 

“My mom thought it would be fun to 
eat afterwards," Shantel said. 

Ryan Wakefield built his model with 
road gravel cemented with hot-melt 
glue.

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Japan adopts bank rescue laws to end crisis

TOKYO — Japan took a big step 
. toward ending its banking crisis Monday 
:• with the passage of laws allowing the 
government to take over foundering 
>• banks or shut them down. 

The legislation establishes piles for 
• . how the government will deal with banks 
on the verge of collapse and establishes a 
public institution similar to the U.S. 
>• Resolution Trust Corp., created during 
‘ • the 1980s U.S. savings and loan crisis to 
! buy and dispose of bad debt from failed 
lending institutions. 


The new laws were the first half of a 
broader plan to strengthen Japan’s debt- 
ridden financial system. A bill that 
allows the government to pour public 
funds into banks to induce them to lend 
more was expected to dear Parliament 
by the end of the week. 

The package is crucial for deaning up 
nearly $1 trillion in bad loans left by the 
collapse in the early 1990s of rnnaway 
real estate and stock prices. It is also a 
key step in Japan’s efforts to overcome 
its deepest recession since the end of . 
World War tL .. 

The laws passed Monday established a 


framework for bank bailouts but didn’t 
specify how much public manes - could be 
used. But lawmakers appeared lo be 
dose to an agreement on those details. 

The ruling Liberal Democratic Party 
originally proposed using about 10 tril- 
lion yen, or $86 billion, but reportedly , 
agreed with opposition parties over the 
weekend to increase the amount to $425 
billion. 

Toyoo Gyohten, a special adviser to the 
prime minister for financial affairs, said in 
Singapore Monday that the bailout could 
reach $522 billion. “Adequate public 
funds will be made available," he said.

Tyson attorney says report shows pugilist fit 


LAS VEGAS (AP) - Mike Tyson 
has extremely low self esteem and 
is often depressed, but psychia- 
trists believe he is truly sorry he 
bit Evandcr Holyficld’s cars and is 
mentally fit to return to the ring, a 
source told The Associated Press. 


A report by a team of psychia- 
trists portrays Tyson as being 
uncomfortable with his super- 
star status and recommends that 
he undergo regular psychothera- 
py, a source familiar with the 
report said. 


The source, however, told the 
AP that the report concludes by 
saying Tyson is “mentally fit to 
return to boxing, to comply with 
the rules and regulations, and to 
do so without repetition of the 
events of June 28, 1997." 


The report says Tyson does pot 
need any medication for psycholog- 
ical problems and is “highly moti- 
vated to avoid repetition* of the 
type of behavior that led him to 
bite Holyficld during their heavy- 
weight tide fight 15 months ago.
